able, it is possible that all of

amendments will go down to defeat 
because of the concentration of in­ 
terest in the tax amendments. 
A majority of all the votes cast 
at the election is required to pass 
an amendment. In the election Tues­

amendments fear that persons vot­ 
ing on the tax amendments will neg­

This practice, if 
widespread, may result in loss of all
